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Alberta’s  International  Merchandise  Exports 
January  - June  2005 
Highlights 


Overview:  In  the  first  half  of  2005,  the  value 
of  Alberta’s  international  merchandise 
exports  grew  by  10.3%  from  the  same  period 
last  year,  to  a record  $35.7  billion.  Almost 
two-thirds  of  this  increase  can  be  attributed 
to  natural  gas  exports  destined  for  the  United 
States.  Crude  oil  volumes  were  lower  than  in 
the  previous  year  due  to  oil  sands  production 
problems.  As  a result,  overall  export  volumes 
rose  a modest  2%.  However,  total  export 
volumes  excluding  crude  oil  increased 
strongly  by  6.5%.  Ethylene  glycol  exports 
became  Alberta’s  fourth  largest  export 
commodity,  with  exports  to  China 
quadrupling  over  the  past  two  years. 
Alberta’s  share  of  Canadian  exports 
increased  from  16.7%  in  2004  to  18.0%.  In 
the  second  quarter,  Alberta  exports  grew  by 
9.7%  from  the  second  quarter  of  2004. 

Major  Commodities:  Large  export  gains 
were  noted  for  natural  gas  (+18%),  ethylene 
glycol  (+62%)  and  nickel  (+20%)  due  to 
higher  prices  and  volumes.  Higher  volumes 
spurred  beef  (+6.6%)  exports  and  price 
increases  fuelled  shipments  of  ethylene 
polymers  (+22%),  crude  oil  (+6.5%)  and 
polyethylene  (+34%).  Lower  volumes 
hampered  propane  (-9.1%)  exports,  and 
price  declines  slowed  lumber  (-8.5%) 
exports.  Exports  of  non-durum  wheat 
retreated  by  26%  and  of  oriented  strand 
board  (OSB)  by  33%  because  of  lower 
prices  and  volumes.  Wood  pulp  exports 
remained  virtually  unchanged. 

Exports  by  Industry:  Mining  and  energy 
sector  exports  grew  by  12%,  due  in  large 
part  to  a $2.0  billion  increase  in  natural  gas 
exports.  Primary  agricultural  product 
shipments  fell  sharply  by  24%  because  of 
lower  prices  and  volumes  of  grains  and 
oilseeds.  Manufacturing  exports  were  up 
9.2%,  with  approximately  half  of  this 
increase  related  to  higher  volumes.  Very 
large  export  gains  were  noted  for  the 
chemical  and  primary  metal  industries. 


North  America:  Exports  to  the  U.S., 
Alberta’s  largest  trading  partner,  increased 
by  11%  due  to  higher  shipments  of  natural 
gas,  crude  oil,  beef,  ethylene  polymers, 
polyethylene,  and  oil  and  gas  pipeline. 
Mexican  imports  dropped  by  33%  due  to 
large  declines  in  beef  and  canola  deliveries. 

Asia:  Asian  imports  of  Alberta  merchandise 
grew  by  13%  due  to  larger  ethylene  glycol, 
sulphur,  ethylene  polymer,  coal  and  nickel 
deliveries.  Chinese  imports  jumped  by  36% 
because  of  higher  shipments  of  ethylene 
polymer,  ethylene  glycol,  and  sulphur. 
Japanese  imports  fell  by  10%  due  to  lower 
cobalt,  hay,  and  lumber  deliveries.  Imports 
by  South  Korea  and  Vietnam  were  sharply 
higher. 

Europe:  Exports  to  Europe  grew  by  2.9% 
due  to  higher  nickel,  cobalt  and  turbo 
propeller  shipments.  Exports  to  the 
Netherlands,  Belgium  and  Italy  rose  strongly, 
but  shipments  to  the  United  Kingdom, 
Germany  and  Spain  declined. 

Middle  East  and  North  Africa:  Exports  to 
the  Middle  East  and  North  Africa  declined  by 
5.5%  because  of  lower  wheat  and 
refrigerating  equipment  shipments  destined 
for  North  Africa.  Oil  and  gas  field  equipment 
sales  to  the  Middle  East  remained  strong. 

Other  Regions:  South  American  imports 
increased  slightly  by  0.3%  with  a large  rise 
noted  for  diesel  fuel  and  other  refined 
petroleum  products  imports.  A rise  in  pork 
and  sulphur  deliveries,  especially  to 
Australia,  fuelled  a 25%  rise  in  imports  by 
the  Oceania  region.  Exports  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Independent  States  rose 
by  19%  because  of  strong  oil  and  gas  field 
equipment  sales.  Sub-Saharan  Africa 
imports  climbed  by  28%  because  of 
increased  shipments  of  sulphur  and  gears. 
Central  American  imports  fell  by  13%  due  to 
fewer  dry  pea  sales.
